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Lo all whom it may concern: 

Be it kuown that I, Tuomas A. Epison, of 
Newark, in the county of Essex and State of 
New Jersey, have invented an Improvement 
in Chemical Paper for Receiving-Telegraph 
Instruments, of which the following is a speci- 
fication : 

I make use of a tincture of logwood to 
moisten the paper. I find that with an iron 
pen a mark is made upon the paper when the 
current passes. There is no mark when the 


electric circuit is broken. 

Logwood is peculiarly sensitive to’ color in 
the presence of iron, and the electric action de- 
velops the color. 

Ifind it advantageous to use chloride of so- 
diuin in the solution of tincture of logwood to 
promote the conductivity of the paper, but 


muriate of ammonia is preferable for this pur- 
pose. By adding to the aforesaid solution of 
logwood a small quantity of sulphate of iron, 
the solution is of such a light color that the 
paper remains nearly white, and the mark will 
be produced by a platina pen or stilus, to 
which the negative pole is connected. 

Iclaim as my invention— 

The solution for chemical telegraph-paper, 
prepared with tincture of logwood, substan- 
tially as set forth.
